ſorted to Mr. Douglas at the Cuttie- Pans, t 
on the firſt Summons, not without ſome ] 


Danger of my Life from the ſtraggling Parties 
of theſe lawleſs Rebels, moroding up 'and 
down, between Edinburgh and the Pans, 
ſome of whom examined me very roughly, 
and would not let me paſs, till they were fa- 
tisfied I was ſent for to attend an Officer of 
their own Party; And one Ruffian, parti: 
cularly, ſnatch'd my Handkerchief and my 
Mull out of my Hand, Lau T | 


When I arrived at the Houſe of my Friend, 
I was immediately led by him into the Room 
of the Gentleman, who is the Subject of this 
Narration, Mr. Archibald Ofwald, who then 
lay in Bed, given up by the Surgeon, - who 
had acquainted his Patient that he had done al! 
he could for him, and that he was no longer 1 
a Man for this World. Which, as I was in- 
| formed, Mr, Ofwald heard with great Con- 
ſtancy, although he appeared much troubled 


| inwardly, and had deſired a Miniſter of the i

Goſpel might be. ſent for, with whom he 
might confer on the State of his Soul, and 
receive ſuch ſpiritual Helps as he ſtood in need 
of, in his melancholic Condition. 


When I entered the Room, he lay groan- 
ing, and ſeemed in great Pain, both of Body 
and of Mind; but as I drew nearer, his 
Countenance grew more compoled, and tak- 
ing me by the Hand, deſired me to fit down 
by his Bed-ſide, as cloſe to him as poſſible, 


(his Voice being low and faint.) I had not

ſeen him for ſixteen Years before, and yet he 
. recolleted me well; but in truth he was ſo 
much changed by his Diſorder, that with 
much ado I remembered his Features, I 
told him I was very ſorry to ſee him in that 
Condition, and yet more ſo for the Occaſion 
that had brought him to it; and which could be 
little expected of a Member of ſo worthy and 
loyal a Family, as well as of a Church, which 
had ſuffered ſo much under the bloody Perſe- 
cution of thoſe, whoſe Cauſe he was then abet- 
ting and ſupporting. At this, Mr. Oſwald 
gave a deep Sigh, and ſaid, That he hoped 
the Pains and Agonies he was even now 1uf- 
fering in this World, and the Confuſion he 
was under from ſeeing a Perſon of my Func- 
tion, whom he had once been acquainted 
with, and of Principles ſo oppoſite to thoſe of 
A 3 the 
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the Party he had madly and unadviſedly en- 
gaged with, would atone for his — — 
ed Folly and Sin, in the Courſe he had ta- 
ken: That he had ſent for me on pu 
to make me the Depoſitory of his laſt Senti- 
ments, and Contrition for his grievous Of- 
fence ;—— That he thanked God that it had 
pleaſed him, of his own rich and ſovereign 
Grace, to-grant him a Space of Life to ſee the 
Snare he had been led into; and to ſue to 
his Divine Goodneſs for Mercy and Forgive- 
neſs therefore: Then he cry'd out, Oh! the 
Bitterneſs of dying in Rebellion againſt my 
lawful King, and againſt ns Ges 1 wy 
Anceſtors ! 


— At theſe Words, the Senſe of bis Mifoul- 
dance affected him ſo deeply, that he fainted 
away, and, on my calling out for Affiſtance, 
the Servants came in, and he was with much 
Difficulty brought to himſelf agu in. I found ĩt 
was no Time to urge to his afflicted Soul too 
ſtrongly the Horrors of the Step he had 


taken, ſince he appeared ſo pathetieally a Self- 


convict; and in good truth, ſo hearty a Show / 


of Repentance ſaw I yet never in any Man: 


broke from the innermoſt Receſſes of his 
Heart). What is the wicked Work I have 
been ſetting my Hand to help forward! A”

This is on one hand a terrible Evil in the 
Eye of Humanity, though a neceſſary one 
in that of Juſtice.
